Comments And 

Resumes on War 



Last January, an official an- 
nouncement said that the United 
States Anriy would reach a total 
of 3,800,000 men by the end of 
-942. Since then .the actual size 
of the Army and precise plans 
for its expansion have not been 
announced, inasmuch as they are 
"Of the-firsfr -or-- 
der. Some commentators have 
forecast that in time the Army 
mikht total nine or ten milUon. 
The best available information 
seems to indicate that a total of 
•t least six million will be at- 
tained. 

That is obviously going to have 
a revolutionary effect on the man 
power of this country. However, 
there is no factual evidence to 
support the scare rumors which 
say that every physically fit man 
under 36 is certain to be placed in 
uniform. Selective Service heads 
are making a genuine effort to 
create an Army of the size need- 
ed with minimimi dislocation of 
American family life. 

Here is how matters shape up 
at this time, according to pub- 
lished statements: 

First, practically all available 
single men in the 20-35-year 
iMacket have been called. Many 
who- were given temporary defer- 
ment for occupational misons are 
now being summcmed. In time, 
winiMi and older men will re- 
Idaoe th<nisands of young men in 
defense industries. 

Second, the Selective Service 
Boards are placii« in the 1-A 
ciassiikAtion all men who have 
no genuine claim for d^>endency. 
Itiat includes men with working 
wtves. men who ctmtribute Uttle 
to the i^iqwrt of their house- 
iKdds, and men with means. Al- 
most all of ithese men will be in 
VBtfocm by the end of the year, 
mdess they are unaMe to pass the 
|)hsrs}cfl] examinations or perform 
▼ttal work in war industry. 

Third, it is imiversally believed 
ttait Congress will atxm approve 
a bill providing goyemnient 
grants to depenctents of servkx 



men. These grants, as now pro- 
jected, are small— around $50 a 
month for a wife and child. But 
they will make it possible for the 
Selective Service Boards to call 
thousands of men who are 'now 
deferred for economic reasons. 

Fourth, a new draft classiflca- 
trcn7-3=Brhas Bfeen adopiea".~snd 
that is a matter of very great im- 
portance. At the present time, 
men with genuine dependencies 
are classified in 3-A. The 3-P 
classification is for men wfth 
genuine dependencies who, in ad- 
dition, are employed in war work. 
The hope is that thousands of 
men who no whave non-war jobs 
will shift to war jobs, in order 
to obtain the 3-B deferment. 
Some observers say that eventu- 
ally the Selective Service Boards 
will operate on the "work or 
fight" policy which existed in 
World War I. In other words, a 
man will be given the choice of 
going into the Army, or leaving 
a non-war occupation for a war 
occupation. 

The industries which are class- 
ified as essential to the war effort 
are deftaitely limited in nimiber. 
Lawyers, store clerks, newspaper- 
men, wholesalers. advertistag 
men. etc.. have no claim for de- 
ferment. Def«inent is given only 
to men who hold a job which is 
directly and absolutely necessary 
to the production and transporta 
tion of the raw and finished mat- 
erials which are involved in war. 

What this aU adds m> to is 
plain. If yoQ are a single man, 
under 36, in reascmable health, 
you will go into the Amy imle* 
ycu are virtually irreplaceable in 
seme war industry. If you have 
dependents who look to you en- 
tirely for support, you will be 
^ferred for the time being — but 
there is a strong likelihood that 
in time the cont^uance of your 
deferment will depend upon your 
ot>taining a job in war industry. 
If yon have min<H- phjrsical de- 
fects, you are not exempt from

New Parking Laws 
To Become Effective 

At its May meeting the Town 
Council passed certoin changes 
in the parking regulations %n 
Atlantic Avenue and dead-end 
streets on the water front. Due 
to some misunderstanding over 
a hundred parking tags were is- 
sued and fines were paid on the 
same. 

At a meeting of the Council on 
Monday night there was a large 
crowd of hotel, cottage owners 
and business people, as well as 
other Beach residents were prer 
sent to protest against the new 
restrictions. In a measure the re- 
gulations were modified. 

At «a meeting of a committee 
from the Army and the Town, the 
differences were ironed out and 
at special meetmg of the Council 
Wednesday night a new ordin- 
ance was adopted. 

The ordinance provides for no 
parking on dead-end streets on 
the warter front; parking on the 
East side of Atlantic Avenue be- 
tweent half hour after sun up 
and half hoUr before sun down, 
parting to be parallel with curb; 
parking prohibited at all times 
on the North side of 17th street 
and parting on the South side 
win have the same regulations as, 
that of Atlantic Avenue. • 

These chai«es were put in at 
the request of the Army to meet 
the black-out requirements and 
to have the main street clear in 
case of a necessity of evacuation.

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AFTER THE WAR ,WHAT? 



Everybody is going all-out to win the war 
and nothing will interfere with that effort 
— the man on the street, the factory work- 
er, the housewife, the farmer, and the busi- 
ness man are showing grim determination to 
bring this war to a successful termination. 
But we shouldn't be human if we didn't 
sometimes speculate on what will follow. 

We face a huge task in winning this war 
and just as huge a task in winning the 
peace. To win the peace, we must prepare 
uow — even while we are concentrating on 
winning the war. No one wants to go back 



The general price-freezing order which 
recenfl>- went into effect has not complete- 
Iv solved the price problem by a long shot. 
Important readjustments must be made if 
thousands of American businesses are to 
be ?aved from economic disaster. 

The most diffictilt problem confronting 
the retail merchant is that of the so-called 
■'roll-back" Long ago, retailers were ask- 
eti by the government to hold their prices 
to the lowest possible level, and the splendid 
manner in which they did that has been 
highly praised by such informed officials as 
OPA Administrator Leon Henderson. Patrio- 
tic retailers priced their wares on the basis 
of original cost instead of replacement cost 
As a result, general price freezing has put 
them in an impossible position. The freez- 
ing order made absolutely no altowance for 
the wide lag which has existed between the 
wholesale and the retail price indexes. Un- 
less merchants are permitted the "roll- 
back," they will legally be bound to .sell 
many items without any margin of profit 
whatsoever — and some items at an absolute 
loss. It is obvious that they wouldn't last 
long under those circumstances. 

Worst of all, the merchant who cooperated 
with the government and held his prices to 
rock-bottom is severely penalized by the 
freezing order— while the merchant who 
charged all the market w^ould bear is actual- 
ly benefited. And it is apparent that the 
blow is most severe in the case of small 
stores which have no accumulations of capi- 
tal to tide them over a period of doing busi- 
ness at a loss. 

The OPA has announced that it intends 
to make as few exceptions as possible to 
the price-freezing order. But some arrange 
ment whereby merchants can price their 
goods at a level consistent with current 
wholesale prices is absolutely necessary. 
The very existence of retail business is at 
stake. ^

Inflation is caused when public purchas- 
ing power goes up at a time when the sup- 
ply of goods available for public consump- 
tion goes down. That rule is almost uni- 
versally agreed to by economists. And, 
judged by it, the Federal government itself 
is one of the most inflationary influences 
in the nation. The billions the government 
spends for non-war purposes helps to create 
an artificially inflated purchasing power 
which competes for a restricted and dwind- 
ling supply of goods. 

That is one of the most compelling rea- 
sons for maximum retrenchment in Federal 
non-war spending. Business and indivi- 
duals must tighten their belts in order to 
pay for war and prevent inflation. The gov- 
ernment, which is the greatest spender of 
all, must do likewise. The House recently 
took a courageous ste^ in the right direc- 
tion when it drastically pruned six major 
appropriation bills. That policy must be 
continue and intensified if disastrous econo- 
mic consequences are to be -avoided-

No navy in the history of the 
world ever approached the record 
of the United States Navy in the 
successful escorting of vast fleets 
of troop and merchant ships. 
Prior to teh First World War it 
was the conviction of all leading 
naval authorities that mass con- 
voys were so vulnerable that no 
naval force could protect them. 

The Germans were sure that 
the American Navy could never 
land an effective army in Europe. 
The British felt that even with 
their help the mission would be 
so costly in lost men and ships 
that the American people would

from the British, transported an 
army of 2.000,000 Americans to 
Europe without the loss of a troop 
ship to the enemy.

He exercised the func- 
tions of his office for 15 months, 
"the first really republician ruler 
that ever attained to power in 
America. ' With forceful energy 
he conducted the affairs of the 
city, defended the province a- 
gainst Indians, and proposed the 
convening of the first Colonial 
Congress. 

But his tenure inevitably was 
limited. Properly refusing to rec- 
ognize Major Richard Ingoldes- 
by, who arrived with two regi- 
ments of troops bufe without cre- 
dentials in January, 1691, he 
promptly tendered his resignaion 
of his admttnlstrative position and 
titles as soon as Governor Henry 
Sloughter appeared on the scene 
with a commission from William 
and Mary in March. 

The tragedy then speedily mov- 
ed to its close. Lefeler's traditional 
"opposition" charged him with 
treason, he was arrested, tried by 
a court in which his personal 
and political {«nemles were the 
judges, quickly convicted, and. 
when Sloughter had been made 
drunk enough to consent to sign 
his death warrant, hurried to ex- 
ecution. His son-in-law and sec- 
retary, Jacob Milbourne. went to 
the scaffold with him.

CHINESE STAYING-POWER 



years ago yesterday Jacob Leisler 
was led out to die at the end of 
a rope. Doubtless not one citizen 
of the United States in a thous- 
.nnd is familiar with his name, 
yet the story cf his life certainly 
should be known and appreciated 
in a time when a new compre- 
hension of the value of liberty is 
developing under the impact of 
prevailing universal war. 

He was teh "pi'otomartyr of 
democracy in America" and the 
original sponsor of the idea of a 
Federal Union of independent 
commonwealths. 

The son of a Calvinist minister, 
born at Prankfort-on-the-Main 
in Germany, March 31, 1640; 
Leisler came to New Arsterdam 
at 20, a penniless young soldier 
in the service of the Dutch West 
India Company. On April 11, 1663 
he married Elsie Tsmiens, a niece 
of Anneke Jans, and through 
that alliance became connected 
with the leading Dutch families 
of the colony. The welcome ex- 
tended to him, however, was cold. 
He was regarded by the 'aristo- 
cratic party" as "uncouth," but 
speculation prises in which he 
was successful scon made " the 
"parvenu" a figure too important 
to be ignored.

Touches Lives of All 

The General Maximum Price 
Regulation is the most drastic, 
the nibst far-reaching step ever 
taken io control the American 
economy. It touches the lives of 
almost every manufacturer, 
wholesaler, retailer, consumer, 
landlord and tenant. 

The price order means that a 
retailer who may have restocked 
his shelves at high rates must 
seek relief from the wholesaler 
and so on down the line to the 
seller of basic materials. This is 
what the trade calls "rolling back 



the squeeze." If the "squeeze" 
cannot be "rolled back" volun- 
tarily, TKe'OPA stahSs feaffy 1^ 
step in. 

The Regulation is expected to 
mobilize our economic resources 
for victory just as the Selective 
Service Act mobilized our man- 
power. The Selective Service Act 
brought forth relatively few evad 
ers and the price order is count- 
ed on to receive similar support. 
But there are teeth in teh law 
for those wAo trj- to dodge it. 
Penalties for willful violation in- 
clude fines of ont more thatTSS.- 
000 or one year prison terms or 
both, civil suits for triple dam» 
ages and loss of the seller's lic- 
ense for 12 months. ' 

Fullest Support Needed 

The rent-fixing order is equally 
important to the war effort. It 
affects rents in 301 "defense rent 
al areas housing 76 000.000 in ad- 
dition to 21 areas previously des- 
ignated. It reaches into every 
state except North Dakota and 
Idaho and exter.':^" \r.") Puerta 
Rico. It touches enormous cities 
such as Metropolitan N-^w York 
with a population of 8.706.000. 
and such small communities as 
King Georae County. Va wi^h 
5.431 souls. 

The order doe- not have tl::- 
immediate effect of law. it, sr.cit'.d 
be noted, as does the price-con- 
trol regulation. OPA Is ?iving 
State and local officials 60 days 
to "cut back" rents to the "level 
obtaining on dates which vary 
according to locality.

During World War I he 
was assigned to the Forty-second 
or Rainbow Division and with 
them sailed for France. Later he 
was to serve at the First Corps 
Headquarters as heavy artillery 
officer; Chief ol the Information 
Section of the First Army in 
Coblenz, and Provost Marshal of 
Paris in 1919. He has been dec- 
orated by four governments, the 
United States Distiagulshed Ser- 
vice Medal, the French Legion of 
Honor; the War Cross of Czecho- 
slovakia; Ahd the Order of Dan- 
ielo of Montenegro. 

Colonel 'Batt^ voluncarily re- 
HxbA ti<x^tibM^t service in 1922 
as a full oojonel and settled down 
in Roanotce where he took on 
active part In the civic and poli- 
tical life of the community. He 
was elected to the General As- i 
sembly but resigned to become 
postmaster at Roanoke in 1937. 
This he resided when, in Miarch 
1938, he was appointed by form- 
er Governor Price aS Director of

Today's need for careful budget- 
ing, which entails buying In greafev 
quantities than usual, brings new 
problems oC storing and preserv- 
ing foods so as to retain the max- 
imum of their original mineral and 
vitamin content which has a ten- 
dency to do a "disappearing act' 
if given half a chance. 

The wise housewife Is aware of 
this tendency and knows that her 
refrigerator Is the most, potent 
weapon In flghtlng It. 

Canned foods, dried foods and 
quick frozen foods all require dif- 
ferent storage methods, according 
to Mabel Stegner, Home Economics 
Consultant for the Phllco Corpora- 
tion. Many people. Miss Stegner 
says, wonder If It is safe to store 
opened tinned foods in the refrig- 
erator. The Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture says: "Yes. 
Food spoils no faster or no slower 
In the open can than In other open 
containers. It is just as safe to 
leave the food In the can as to 
transfer It to a dish. The same 
care should be taken to keep It cool 
and covered." * 

The best method of refrigerator 
storage for open canne3 foods Is to 
follow the same rules laid down for 
fresh foods. Store evaporated or 
condensed milk in the coldest part 
of the refrigerator. Store left-over 
canned meat or llsh in the meat 
keeper or in the coldest part of 
the refrigerator. « Cover to avoid 
evaporation and to avoid odor.

It is not necessary 
to defrost these foods before cook- 
ing but if they aie not d- ?ro-*ed. 
remember to allow extra time for 
broiling, pan-broiling and roasting. 

These simple storage rules are 
more Important than they first ap- 
pear because in the ultimate, it's 
the properly fed people who win 
the wars . . . the underfed-only

DIOGNASING TUBERCULOSIS

•r the United States. 



■For more than fifty lears it 
has been known that all tuber- 
culosis is caused by an organism 
called the tubercle bacillus. This 
germ is extremely hardy: it can | 
survive drying and freezing, and , 
it can spread without direct per- I 
son-to-person contact. These | 
germs either must be breached in 
to the body by a person who is 
in direct contact with the drop- 
lets from the uncovered cough or 
sneeze of a tuberculous 
or who breathes dust mixed with 
tuberculosis germs from dried 
sputum or other bptily discharges 
Germs may be carried into the 
mouth on dishes or fingers which 
have been soiled with the dis- 
charge o fa tuberculous patient, 
or in food which h^s been thus 
infected. Milk from tuberculous 
cows also may be a source of in- 
fection, the last named danger 
being avoided by having tliemilk 
properly pasteurized or boiled be- 
fore giving it to babies and young 
children," states Dr. I. C. Rig- 
gin, State Health Cominissioner. 
"When tuberculosis organisms 
gain entrance to the body, it 
does its best to destroy them be- 
fore they can find a lodging place 
If the body is unable to do this 
the germs lodge usually in the 
lungs, but sometimes in the 
bones, the glands of the neck, 
the throat, the intestines, the kid 
ne.vs and other organs. It the 
tubercle bacilli enter a body 
which has lost its fighting power 
through lack of proper food and 
rest, or for any other reasns, or 
if the germs multiply too rapid- 
ly, it is then that the body be- 
gins to show signs of the dis- 
ease. 

"Danger signals include: 1, 
spiting of blood-streaked sputum; 
2, cough or hoarseness that lasts 
longer than an ordinary cold; 3, 
a daily afternoon rise in temper- 
ature; 4, steady, unexplained loss 
of weight; 5, a feeling of tired- 
nes tqt which there seems to be 
no particular reason; 6, poor ap- 
petite; 7, chronic indisgestion; 
8, persistent or recurring pain in 
the chest. Any one of the symp- 
toms may mean that a person 
has tuberculosis. However, the 
physician only can decide. 

"If, after taking a health his- 
tory and making a thorough phy 
sical examination, certain signs 
seem to point to tuberculosis, the 
doctor will have an x-ray picture 
taken. This procedure is of great 
importance in detecting tubercu- 
losis early, and may show disease 
before any symptoms whatever 
are noticed. 

"The first infection by tuber- 
culosis germs is most likely to oc- 
cur in childhood or adolescence.

HARBINGERS OF GLOOM WERE WRONG 



STABILIZING THE COST OF LIVING 



President Roosevelt recently gave the National War Labor Board 
a new job to stabilize wages and set up a system of final settlement 
of all jurisdictional disputes between labor unions for the duration 
of the war. He told Congress that this would be one of the import- 
ant objects of his seven-point program to keep the fcost of living 
down. The President stated his belief "that stabilizing the cost of 
living will mean that wages in general can and should be kept in 
existing scales." 

The National War Labor Board has already ordered the General 
Motors Corporation to pay double time for Sunday working during 
the negotiations for a new contract between the corporation and the 
United Automobile Workers of America. TUs is strictly in keeping 
with nearly all rulings made by appointed Administration boards, 
mediators and arbitrators, all of whom have almost invariably de- 
cided disputes between management and the two big labor unions 
In favor of the latter— C. I. O. and A. P. of L. 

An editorial in the American Federation of Labor Newa Service 
has the audacity to tell Congress to adjourn as soon as possible. 
The A. P. of L. editorial says: "All our representatives In Congress 
and one-third of our Senators are up for re-election this Fall . . 
They won't do themselves any good by continuing to blabber-mouth 
as usual. The voters want less talk and more action. So let's send 
Congress home." 

The Washington News flattens out this "blabber-mouth" attack 
on Congress in this wise: ; 

"But we don't believe most vot^s want Congress to adjourn at 
this time, when the duty of every bftinch of the Government is to be 
on the Job. And surely President Roosevelt doesn't want Congress 

to quit. 

'For he has said that he will ask promptly for legislation that 
may prove necessary to Insure the working of any of the sevfn vital 
points in his program to stop the cost-of-living spiral. Organized 
labor has not yet made it clear that it is whole-heartedly for the 
point which calls for stabilization of wages. If the AFL should suc- 
ceed in its campaign to send Congress home, there would be delay 
for any legislation that the President might want, and delay might 
let the spiral get beyond all control. As Mr. Roosevelt says, 'time 
Is of the essence'." 



••OIL FOR THE WANT OF STEEL' 



Up to the time when submarine operations interf erred with 
coastal transportation from the Gulf of Mexico to Atlantic ports the 
ocean tankers carried most of the oil. Now oil is rationed, "oil" 
for the want qt steel. 

A rail movement of 800,000 barrels daily into Eastern and North- 
eastern territory is just around the comer. Thus the tallroads have 
met a national emergency in transportation. 

Senator Reed of Kansas told the Senate a few days ago that 
the plan to build a pipe line 1,400 miles long from the oil fields in 
the Southwest along the Eastern Seaboard has been twice rejected 
because "it was felt that there was not sufficient steel available for 
that purpose." 

According to Senator Burton the steel for such a pipe line would 
come in competition with steel that the Government is willing to 
have used for the construction of additional freight cars. 

Senator Burton believes that Petroleiun Coordinator Harold Ickes 
is in favor of a new steel pipe line and the Senator observed that 
"the issue was determined on whether steel was available -for the 
pipe line, plus the fact that it may take a longer time to build the 
pipe line than it would take to build the corresponding number of 
freight cars ... If so, when canw e get the oil through the pipe 
lines?" 

Senate discussion brought up the question: Why is not the 1,400 
mile pipe line built? Why deny steel for the pipe line, and furnish 
steel to the railroads for new tank cars? The Senators acknowledjte 
that the pipe line would furnish all the oil needed, all the time, at 
cheaper rates than the railroads. 

Now if the railroads get the steel for new tank cars— and If the 
pipe line is not built, the chances are that the railroads of the 
country will be enriched by continuing hauling oil 6ver the rails. 

The puzzle is: Why not use the railroads, pipe lines and high- 
ways, and stop rationing, and stop all tthis outcry about shortages 
of gasoline? , 



I OVERWORKED BUSINESS BUGABOO 

The right of. the chain stores to operate the same as any other 
free enterprise is a basic issue that cannot be hidden even by the 
shadows of war. The war is being fought to preserve freedom.The 
right to own and run your own business is part of that ireedom. Any 
challenge to that right is of immediate concern to all of us. The 
fact that it may be the other fellow's business which is being attack- 
ed, excuses no one from the obligation of all citizens to sustain fair 
play. 

As long as the chain store industry as a whole does not destroy 
Individual opportunity and undermine other free enterprise, it has 
the right to exist, the same as any business. Poorly managed chain 
or independent stores which lose personal touch with the commun- 
ity, will not and should not survive the ultimate competitive struggle. 
Efforts to destroy the chains hrough punitive class taxation or bther 
means, amounts to burning the barn to kill a few rats. The chain 
sore industry at the present time is one of oyr strongest bulwarks 
against price inflation. And there is no need to wory about the 
chains putting the independents out of business, for the simple rea- 
son that experience has shown that can't happen. There are more 
independents today than there ever were before, and their numerical 
growth is greater than the chains. 

It is time to forget the old fallacy that as an industry becomes 
large,, it should automatically be subjected to ever-increasing i?g}s- 
laive attempts to crJppl* or destroy it. We need big industry be- 
cause we are a big nation. One-hundred-thlrty-mUllon people can- 
not be fed, clothed and housed without it. The only alternative to 
large free enterprise, as well as small free enterprise, would be gov- 
ernment operation of socialized enterprise — an alternative that is as 
abhorrent to those of us who believe in free enterprise as it would 
be fatal to the entire American system. ^, -• t -* f

Don't get excited about rumors of impending oil shortages. 

The facts are these: This country's oil producing capacity is vir- 
tually limitless. Its refining capacity is greater than all- the rest 
of the world combined. 

We have, as a result, oil for our Allies and plenty for the civiUan 
population, as well. 

Only one thing can cause a shortage of oil products for civilian 
consumption— the loss or transfer of oil tankers That may make it 
necessary to ration oil temporarily in more areas. But, if that hap- 
pens, retnpmber that lack of oil is not the couse. This country's oil 
industry is one of the most important and most certain Allies the 
United Nations have. 



WOOL NEEDS WIDER WAREHOUSES 

More wool has been arriving at the Boston market than can be 
cared for in storage places. The Defense Transportation Office has 
appealed to dealers and shippers for cooperation to prevent crowd- 
ing Boston warehouses. 



It will be remembered that certain harbingers of gloom fore- 
cast a terrible breakdown in rail transportation mOre than a year 
ago. Those prognosticators of disaster proved 100 per cent wrong. 
And the reason they were wrong constitutes an enduring ribute to 
the industry which hauls some two-thirds of this nation's f.-igr.t. 

Some twenty years ago the railroads started preparinsi for war. 
Like the rest of us, they hoped it would never come again— but they 
knew that it might. They laid down I'ne beginning oi a pr^ •:'iam for 
rail improvement which has been steadily broadened and speeded. 

The efficiency and abundance of railroad transport cannot "ze 
judged simply by the amount of rolling stock on hand. T.e capac- 
ity and speed of that rolling stock is the most vital factor. The 
American railroads have led the world by a wide margin in the utili- 
zation of freight cars, and the speed of trains. 

A freight car is in the hands of the railroads only about half 
the time. The rest of the time it is in the hands of shippers and 
receivers of freight. In the last war, freight cars were used as 
warehouses for weeks at a time — thousands of them stoci idly on 
sidings, waiting to be unloaded, and completely out of service. That 
was the principal reason for the so-called "railroad breakdown of 
1916." So the railroads joined with the shippers to make sure that 
would never happen again. Today cars are loaded and unloaded 
with unprecedented speed, and sent back to work without waste or 
delay. 

These are but a, few highlights of the long railroad story. The 
lines are now prepared to handle nearly 520,000,000,000 ton -miles of 
freight this . year— ten per cent more than they handled last year, 
when a new record was established. They have ordered 115.000 new 
freight cars and 974 new locomotives to be delivered by October 1. 
They have performed a tremendous task with complete efficiency. 
They will perform the still greater tasks which the future will de- 
mand.

Many a problem remains to be 
Worked out. An Army of six mil- 
fion men would mean that four 
to six times that number would be 
needed in industries manufactur- 
ing and transporting supplies. On 
top of that, agriculture must be 
kept goin, and on an expanding 
scale, inasmuch as we are send- 
ing tremendous quantities of 
foodstuffs to our Allies. Selective 
Service heads, such as General 
Hershey, have advised the Boards 
to exempt enough farm^ labor to 
keep food productioBf^^'Qp to the 
necessary level. But, reports say, 
in some areas the draft is virtual- 
ly denuding the farms of labor. 
Furthermore, farmers cannot pay 
the high wages paid by war in- 
dustry, and workers are naturally 
taking jobs in war factories in- 
stead of on farms. This seems to 
be one of the most serious of the 
unsolved problems. 

It i probable that the immed- 
iate course of the wax will have a 
direct bearing on Army expan- 
sion plans here.

Nigh, blind- 
ness is the inability to see clear- 
ly in a dim light after exposure 
to a bright light.

Butterfat is an especially rich 
source of Vitamin A. Carotene ox 
pro-vitamin A is found naturally 
in certain yellow and green vege- 
tables including carrots, spinach 
and other greens. For that reasoii, 
airplane pilots and others whose 
occupations d«Bi|and keen visiono 
at night eat ample quantities of 
butter, cheese, milk and ice cream 
as well as vegetables high in pro- 
vitamin A. 

Vitamin A is present in a sub- 
stance in the eye known as 'vis- 
ual purple" and it is this sub- 
stance which gives the eye its 
ability to adapt itself to changes 
in the intensity of light. Lack of 
vitamin A retards the r^enera- 
tion of "visual purple" and the 
result may be night blindness. 
Abundant vitamin A in the diet 
speeds up the regeneration of 
"visual purple" and prevents or 
cures night blindness.

In an election heid on Tuesday 
to fill the office of Mayor, Town 
Treasurer and three Councilmen 
of the town of Virginia Beach, 
there was a gross apathy o3 the 
part of the voters. Less than 300 
votes were cast against former 
elections of from 850 to 900 
votes. 

Mayor W. W. Elliott, who was 
unopposed to succeed himself 
polled 282 votes. The Mayor was 
first placed in office by the town 
council in 1940, to fill the vacm- 
cy created when former Mayor 
Roy Smith resigned after having 
been named Town Attorney. 

Russell Hatchett, treasurer and 
clerk of the township, also un- 
opposed for office at the expira- 
tion of his first t;eitn, received 
the lai-gest number of votes with 
a total of 290. 

In the race for the three seats 
on the Council the vote was 
somewhat split up with Hubert 
Holt, Jr., running off with top 
honors with a vote of 256. Mr. 
Holt is a newcomer in the polit- 
ical field, but widely known 
throughout the Beach. 

W. F. Patton came in second 
with a vote of 208. He has serv- 
ed for several years on the Coun- 
cil. He chairman of the most im- 
portant budget committee. 

L. B. Shelly was elected to suc- 
ceed himself by a small margin 
over Roy Barnes, the fourth can- 
didate. Shelly received 174 votes 
with Barnes receiving 160. 

Barnes entered the race in the 
last minute and failed to have 
his name on the ballot, and it 
was necessary to have his name 
stamped on. Many voters were 
somewhat confused, and it was 
necessary to throw many votes as 
being void.

have received a great many com- 
plaints from my constituents in 
Virginia as to the confusion that 
exists in the rationing plan as 
applied to sugar for the canning 
of fruits and for preserving and 
qiaking jellies. 

Canned fruits and preserves 
constitute one of the very major 
items in the diet of most of the 
farmers of Virginia. The fami- 
lies of the farmers are very much 
dependent upon the canning and 
preserving done by the house- 
wives. 

The complaints I have received 
indicate that the allotment of 
sugar for preserving and for mak- 
ing jellies is totally inadequate., 
this being only one pound per

Medical authorities recommend that com- 
plete physical examinations be taken every 
year, and twice each year after we pass mid- 
dle age.

In addition to the physical tests, the doctor 
will inquire into habits of sleep, rest, out- 
door exercise, diet, and so forth. When that 
is done, the ioctor will be able to write a 
health prescription. That prescription may 
not involve the taking of medicines. It may, 
instead, deal exclusively with such matters 
as rest, work, social adjustments and recre- 
ation.

The 
draft has tak<^n many who "woukl normally 
work on the farms. p]ven-vvhen labor is 
available, the price demanded. is beyond the 
average farmer's power- to pay. 

So all isn't milk and honey down on the 
farm- Tiae farmer and his oblifratiojis, such 
as marifetinj,'- cooperatives, have a mighty 
big and difficult Jnb on their hands. 

TAXES FOR VICTORY 

Heavy taxes are necessary in time of war. 
But who should pay them, and how nni'^h 
should they pay? These questions will have 
an important effect on the war. Taxes are 
a small price to give for freedom, but they 
must not be .so heavy that they interfere 
with victory. 

The National Association of Manufactur- 
ers recently received answers to a tax ques- 
tionnaire available for taxes, dividends, and 
repayment of debt will amount to $18 bil- 
lions in 1942. 

The NAM has proposed tax rates that 
would leave business only enough money to 
survive and carry on its war job with com- 
plete efficiency. According to these tax 
schedules, the government would receive $12 
billions, leaving only $6 billions for paying 
dividends to 11 million stockholders, meet- 
ing debt obligations, expanding plant facili- 
ties and providing for a sound financial fu- 
ture. 

Tax rates proposed by the House Ways 
and Means Committee would leave even less 
money to cover these obligations. For that 
reason, the House schedules, if enacted into 
law, might seriously hamper war production 
by not permitting companies to retain 
enough money from their earnings to car- 



SHAKING PUBLIC MORALE 

One cardinal principal of our kind of gov- 
ernment is that public officials should treat 
the people with perfect frankness. Ameri- 
can citizens are entitled to all the facts, ex- 
cept those which constitute actual military 
secrets. Are the American people being ac- 
corded frankness? The gasoline and auto- 
mobile situation raises this question. 

The American motorist is completely up m 
the air as to the future of car transporta- 
tion- He has heard countless varying re- 
ports. He has read conflicting statement 
Ster conflicting statement from high Wash- 
ington officials. He is told on the one hand, 
' that gasoline tationingis necessary because 
iMk of various means of transportation 
makes it impossible to deliver normal sup- 
plies He then hears that the storage tanks 
are running over with gasoline even m ra- 
tioned areas, and that civilian consumption 
is reallF being reduced in order to conserve 
tt«B Mid cars. Next he reads an official 
alaiteBMBt «iat the government may s«>n 
te^tefM^ritkM his tires and his car.

The problem of meeting obHgations.incur=. 
red before the war is a serious one now, and 
it will probably become more serious in the 
future. The NAM studies indicate that 
many companies w'ill not have sufficient 
earnings left after payment of taxes to stay 
in business. 

Every person — every company — must pay 
heavy taxes now- But in formulating a new- 
tax law care must be taken that taxes do 
not hinder the war effort by draining busi- 
ness of funds it must have to continue its 
vigorous battle of production. 

HITLER'S NIGHTMARE 

In the last war the Kaiser was afraid of 
American manpower. In this war Hitler is 
ev^n more afraid of American industrial 
power, according to reports from the Amer- 
ican correspondent^ who were interned in 
Germany after Pearl Harbor and who were 
recently exchanged for Axis citizens. 

Of all the obstacles in his driv« for world 
conquest. Hitler fears most American war 
production— and no amount of propaganda 
can dispel that fear from the minds of the 
German people. They have been sold on the 
idea that this is a war on wheels, a battle of 
machines. 

And they know that no nation can match 
the industrial genius of America. They and 
Hitler fear our mass production te^jhniqttes, 
our engineering skill, our ingenuity and en- 
terprise. They know that these have given 
this country the highest peacetime living 
standards in the world. 

Today they realize that our gigantic as- 
sembly lines have stopped turning out auto- 
mobiles, radios, and a thousand and one 
peacetime products. They've learned that 
those assembly lines are running now with 
accelerated speed, gaining momentum, con- 
centrating on a single objective-^uildmg 
the tools we need for victory. 

The job is far from beii^ completed. There 
is a lot of hard work ahead ; we dare not let 
up for a moment. But we're off to a good 
start, and we're going strong.

Parity and Price 
Ceilings onToday 

with price ceilings roofing a 
good many products and wages 
"stabilized" at current levels, 
farmers are puzzling over the term 
"parity" and where parity prices 
Iilace the farmer in the anti-in- 
flation program. 

Knowing that wages, especially 
in war industries, are now at new 
high levels, and that because of 
increases In costs of transporta- 
tion and raw materials, prices 
of many things they buy are con- 
siderably higher than they were 
a year ago, some fanners are won- 
dering if parity prices for the 
things they sell will meet their 
increased costs. 

Parity is not a fixed price. A 
parity price for a farm product 
may move up — in fact, must move 
up when the prices of other things 
move up, down when they move 
down. One thing is on a "par" 
with another when the two are 
in fair balance. In other words, 
farmers get parity when they get 
prices and incomes in fair bal- 
ance with what everyone else 
gets. 

A parity price for a farm pro- 
duct is one which will give that 
product a fair exchange value in 
relation to the thini;.s tlie farmer 
buys. Since vahies are always 
changing, the agricultural econ- 
omisLs, who keep track of farm 
figures, long ago went over the 
records of American business and_ 
determined that in the years from 
1910 to 1914 tlie things the farm- 
ers sold and the things they 
bought were just about on a par. 
So this 5-year period is used as 
the base in figuring parity. 

Farm prices as a whole (all 
products averaged together) have 
risen 50 percent since Uncle Sam 
started out to make an arsenal 
for democracy, and the prices of 
things farmers buy have risen on- 
ly about 25 percent. So the farm,- 
er is. then, better off than he was 
in 1940, despite high wage rates 
and his own higher costs as a con- 
1 sumrr. On the 1910-14 basis, the 
things he buys and tlie things he 
sells are just about on a par in 
prices. 

Ccnsequrntly, the farmer is in 
a position to play a vital part in 
the war effort and "in the anti- 
inflation program.

It was held by the regulation 
board that all pleasure resorts 
within a fifteen mile air line ra- 
dius from the point of origin 
would not come under the curtail- 
ment rule of service to be ren- 
dered by the bus lines.

Fall Garden Plans 



Now is the time to plan you: 
fall and winter gardens. Cuunty 
Agent H. W. Oziin says. Recent 
rains have put a new zest in the j 
spring and summer crops, but | 
only the plantiftg and care vi 
fall and winter gardens will as- j 
sure the abundance of food that I 
every patriotic farmer should pro- 
duce for his family. 

Plantings of many fall and win- 
ter garden crops should begin 
about mld-Jjine in the higher al- 
titudes, and progressively later 
toward the Tidewater section, 
where fall gardening usually be- 
gin in late July or early August. 
Seme vegetables can be started 
much later, of course, and still 
have time to mature before kill- 
ing frosts. 

Mr. OzIin says that he has a 
list of recommended varieties to 
plant and the approximate dates 
for starting them in the fall gar- 
den, which anyone who does not 
have this information^ may ?,'::

The residents of Virginia Beach 
and its surrounding areas ?.s well 
as many visitors of the resort 
were given a realistic view of war 
on last Monday afteraeoft-wh 
two merchant ships were torpe- 
doed approximately five miles off 
the coast. 

One of the ships was sunk and 
the second damaged but was suc- 
cessfully carried into port for 
repairs. 

There is some doubt as whether 
the attack was made by a Nazi 
U-boat or by submerged float- 
ing mines. The survivors of the 
crews of the two ships seem to be 
of the .opinion that they were 
struci?^ by torpedoes fired from a 
U-boat, although none had teen 
sighted by the crews of either 
ship before or after the attack. 
Planes, destroyers and Coast 
Guard Doats from nearby bases 
quickly swung into action and 
continuous explosions were heard 
for hours occasioned by the dis- 
charges of the many depth bombs 
dropped. It has been unauthen- 
tically but not officially that a 
U-boat had been destroyed. 

Our local Coast Guard station 
was the first to get into action, 
launching their boats to go to 
the rescue of the survivors. T'ley 
returned after, sometime whli a 
corpse of the fatUty and thres 
hfe beats, the sur\ivor, ha\ing 
been sent to Naval Base en a 
rescue ship. 

The word of the attack spread 
rapidly thousands of residents 
and vi': iters lined the shore line 
to gel a first-hand view of war 
in cur own front yard. It must 
have been impressive for when a 
black-cut was ordered that night 
a real black-out it was. 

In spite of this incident the 
people are going on just the same 
— the visitors staying and more 
coming in t^ spend their care- 
free hours. Tills all goes to show 
that American people are a non- 
fearing and undaunted race de- 
termined to maintain the liber- 
ties and freedom which they al- 
ways have enjoyed.

Tidewater motorists may ex- 
pect little relief from the pre- 
vailing gasoline shortage until 
sufficient fuel oil to supply heat- 
ing units is received in this area. 

This was the concensus of oil 
company officials. Those ex- 
pressing themselves requested 
that they not be quoted due to 
the rapidly changing picture on 
the oil front; 

Enough gasoline reaches Nor- 
folk to meet all needs in this 
area, it was pointed out, but 
since Norfolk is one of the points 
from which gasoline is reshipped 
to other eastern localities the 
amount left. here is not sufficient 
to prevent a shortage. 

At present the tank cars are 
bringing about 700,000 barrels of 
gasoline a day into the eastern 
sections with an additiontd 300,- 
000 to 500,000 barrels arriving by 
truck lines, pipe lines and barges. 
Officials said this meant there 
was a shortage under normal 
conditions of from 300,000 to 500,- 
000 barrels. 

A further restriction on ship- 
ments of gasoline into the east- 
ern states is expected as the 
movement of fuel oil grows in 
vOlunie. It was learned ' thai; 
some tankers v.ere being used to 
bring in fuel oil but that the bulk 
would have to come by rail or 
other means. This was inter- 
preted by officials as indicating 
an even laeater shortage of gas- 
oline later in tbe summer. 

Service station operators have 
used up their second allotment 
of gasoline for June. An exam- 
ple of how the distributors sup- 
ply the filling stations was givep. 
If a station uses 6,00C gallons a 
month, the operator would be 
furnished 2,000 gallons before 
the 10th. and equal quantity be- 
fore the 20th and a third supply 
before the end of the month. 

Fining station operators were 
reported as placed in a dilemma 
toy the move increasing the units 
on rationing cards from three to 
six gallons.

At the request of the War De- 
partment, local Civilian Defense 
organizations and the police and 
fire departments have held sev- 
eral test olackouts which as a 
whole proved to be satisfactory. 
Then came the orders for water- 
front blackouts, the dimming of 
automobile lights and a limit on 
speed The compliance with 
these regulations nave not been 
satisfactory. The police and air 
raid wardens have been lenient 
so far by giving warnihgs, but 
the order has come through to 
crack down due to many flagrant 
violations. 

The non-compliance has been 
so great up and down the coast 
that the War Department is 
thrtatenins a complete nightly 
blackout fiom Maine to Florida 
according to a letter received by 
Floyd Deary, Civilian Dffe;ise 
coordinator for Princess Anne 
County, yesterday. This black- 
out will apply to an area extend- 
ing back 500 yards irom the wa- 
ter line and further if found nec- 
essary. 

The War Department is seek- 
ing further checks to ascertain 
wiiether the people are willing to 
comply valuntarily to a degree of 
efficiency or if it will be neces- 
saiy to invoke the stricter rule. 
Those communities that com- 
ply will not have the complete 
blackou: rule invoked against 
them. 

The State is furnishing 30 ad- 
ditional highway patrolmen to 
see that all cars are operated un- 
der the proper light regulations. 
A patrol will be stationed on all 
high'feays leading into the Beach 
and all cars wil! be stopped for 
light inspection. 

Mr. Deary has decreed that au- 
tomobile headlights which have 
been painted blue will not pass 
dirnout requirements in the re- 
stricted miJitary area of the Vir- 
ginia Beacii, section. 

Motorists in these areas, which 
arc designated by signs, have 
been using the blue lights, ac- 
coiding to Deary, who said that 
in the future, only parking lights 
with no larger than six candle- 
power will be accepted. 

The alternate of these, Deary 
has proclaimed, will be the stand- 
ard fog light, mounted on the 
left side of the vehicle and so 
focused that the becur. will strike 
the roadway 35 feet ahead of the 
car in line with the ri^ht wheel.

The chartel" of the Town of Virginia 
Beach provides that a regular meeting of 
the Town Council shall be held on the first 
Monday of each month; which shall be open 
to the public. There are also provisions that 
special meetings may be called by the Ma- 
yor. The latter provision was made in 
order to take care of any emergency that 
might arise but the purport of the charter 
was that, except in cases of emergency, 
the meetings were to be held at a specified 
time, open to the public in order that the 
people may voice their opinion on matters 
brought up for action. 

Some few years back the Council adopted 
the practice of calling unheralded special 
meetings at whic^ time much important 
business of vital interest was transacted 
without the public having an opportunity 
to express its opinion. After severe criti- 
cism this practice, ceased and matters of 
major importance* and those of general in- 
terest were only brought up at regular 
meetings or at pre-anflounced special meet- 
ings. 

However within a week after election 
the old policy was resumed, a special meet- 
ing of the Council was called five o'clock 
— said meeting to be held at eight o'clock 
that same evening — the purpose of which 
Vas to pass on a question of vital interest 
to the community; namely, to act on the 
resignation of the Chief of Police, W. P^ 
Dodson, and" to elect his successor. i 

This on first thought does not seem ma- 
terial but upon reflection it will be recalled 
that approximately four years ago when the 
public had notice of a meeting to select a 
Chief of Police and it was known that the 
now Ex-Chief Dodson and the present Chief 
Hobeck were candidates for the position a 
wide spread interest was shown. So many 
turned out to express their voice in the mat- 
that one could hardly get within a stone's 
throw of the Council Chamber. This fact 
undoubtedly proved that the people are in- 
terested. 

• We do not in any way question the quali- 
fications on a question that has proven to 
be one of great interest, rather than to have 
the^ question settled by the railroad method, 
which was obviously done for political ex- 
pediency. '^ i ^y 



No matter how much the war costs, no 
price is too great to pay for the victory. Pa- 
triotic Americans are willing to do whatever 
must be done to beat the Axis. But what 
is the best way of raising money for carry- 
ing on the fight? That's one of the big 
questions in Washington now as Congress 
gets ready to work on a new tax bill. 

Although in some quarters there is oppo- 
sition to a national sales tax, many Con- 
gressmen coi^tinue to believe that it offers 
the best way of raising the needed funds and 
putting a check on inflation at the same 
time. 

Statistics indicate that taxes on corpora- 
tions are already so high that any further 
increase might seriously threaten their 
ability to manufacture war supplies with all 
possible speed and at the same time make 
adequate provision for the expanded post- 
war production that will be needed to pro- 
vide jobs for the returning soldiers- A re- 
cen| study of 100 large manufacturing com- 
panies shows that undet" existing rates 54 
per cent of their 1941 income was taken in 
Federal income and excess profi|ts taxes, 
compared with 34 per cent in 1940. Even 
without the new high taxes that have been 
proposed, these companies were able to re- 
tain oin)r2 per cent of their 1941 sales to 
provide necessayy working capital, expand 
their plants and keep their equipment in 
repair. 

So far as higher iritome taxes are con- 
cerned, they, too, fail to furnish all the 
money that is needed now. At least 75 per 
cent of the entire national income goes to 
people who make less than $5,000 a year. A 
general sales tax offers an easier way of 
enabling them to help pay for the war than 
heavier income taxes would, for in millions 
of instances income taxes are falling due 
when taxpayers have not saved enough 
money to pay them. 

Probably no method of taxation is per- 
fect. But, in view of the existing high 
taxes on individual and corporation incomes, 
many tax experts maintain that a sales tax 
offers an easy way for every American to 
help pay for winning the war.

The Town of Virginia Beach is a growing 
town — growing to the extent that it will 
soon be a city of the second class, which re- 
quires a population of five thousand.

The Town has recently, held a major local 
election in which a Mayor, Town Treasurer 



The vast production machine that has 
been set up in this country will mean far 
more than victory over the Axis. It will 
mean a new and better world after this war 
is over. Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the 
War Production Board, expressed this 
opinion in a recent speech when he said: 

"We are fighting for something. For a 
generation we have been living on the edge 
of a new world ; \ye are only now beginning 
to realize it. 

"For the first time in the history of the 
human race there can be enough of every- 
thing to go around. Poverty is not inevit- 
able any more. The sum total of the world's 
greatest possible output of goods, divided 
by the sum total of the world's inhabitants, 
no longer means a little less than enough for 
everybody- It means more than enough. 
The possibilities in that simple statement 
are beyond calculation — and what w^ are 
fighting for is the right to turn some of 
those possibilities into reaHties." 

This was is only part of the picture which 
we face today, according to Mr. Nelson! 
"For if the war is costing us a fearful price, 
it is also developing for us new techniques 
and new abilities. It is placing at our dis- 
posal an industrial plant — a set of develop- 
ed resources — that will simply be beyond 
price. We shall have the most magnificent 
opiwrtunity any nation ever had- To accept 
that opportunity we need only have the good 



be found in the Bible., in the 
book of Jeremiah, Chapter 30. 

The Lord was talking to Jere- 
miah concerning Jeremiah and 
his people, the Jews, he said, 
"For I am with thee, saith the 
Lord, to save thee; though I 
make a full end of all nations 
whither I have scattered thee, 
yet will I not make a full end of 
thee, but I will correct thee in 
measure, I will not leave thee 
altogether unpunished." (Jere- 
miah 30-11). 

• Thereforf all they that devour 
thee, shall be devoured; and all 
thine adversaries, every one of 
them, sl^all go Into captivity; and 
they tl^at spoil thee, shaU be 
a spoil, and all that prey upon 
thee, will I give for a prey." 
(Jeremiah 30-16.) 

Hitler defeated himself and 
the German people by persecut- 
ing the Jews for the Lord made 
this promise to Jeremiah, the 
prophet. Here we see that God 
will mete out Justice and will 
punish the Jews for disobedience, 
but that he will inflict greater 
punishment upon those who per- 
secuted them. He has promised 
to gather the Jews back into 
their own land and to destroy 
their oppressors. 

Hitler, in the very beginning 
of his reign of terror, started 
trying to destroy the Jews and 
might have succeeded had it not 
been for the promise to Jeremiah 
by the greatest protector, Thp 
Lord. Hitler is destined to lose 
this war, if for no other reason, 
because of his oppression of the 
Jewish people. 

So far our nation has been a 
friend to the Jews, and it has 
never lost a war. We havT^own 
to be the gr^test nation in the 
world because"^ our government 
operates with discrimination to- 
ward no certain class, race or re- 
ligious faith, and on the princi- 
ples of liberty and justice for all, 
therefore we shall again be vic- 
torious in this war.

Reading 
it, one readily understands the 
strong attachment for the na- 
tives which the General has 
manifested on various occasions, 
and, indeed, understands the 
whole Philippine problem better. 

There is an interesting chapter

As a 
man, we see him as one who has 
ever enlighted in the service of 
the highest moral principles. 
Capacity for careful preparation, 
hard, steady work, has always 
been his. 

This book is essentially a pa- 
negyric. Its value as literature 
is not great, nor is It a critical 
stu4^ in the real sense. But il 
is a welcome and timely compila- 
tion of the facts about a great 
general's career, at a time when 
such a book will do the most 
good and attract the greatest 
number of readers.

THE LONG ARMISTICE 

(New York Times) 



Two months and a day after 
the armistice that ended the last 
great war, the Supreme Council 
of the Peace Conference met in 
Paris-for its first session. It 
Mpems clear enough now, as we 
look back through the troubled 
years, that this meeting came too 
soon. Two months was not 
enough time to give either the 
perspective or the cool Judgment 
that was needed to write the 
terms of an enduring peace. The 
Treaty of Versailles has been 
subjected to too much criticism 
that is unfair or uninformed or 
both. It was a far better treaty 
than the intellectual faddism of 
he Twenties credited It with be- 
ing. But admittedly it had its 
faults— particularly in those sec- 
tions of its dealings with eco- 
nomic questions — and to a very 
considerable extent these faults 
now seem in retroscept to be the 
result of a too-hurried approach 
to the tremendous problem of 
making a "permanent" post-war 
settlement. 

In the light of this experience, 
one proposal made in the Me- 
morial Day address of Under- 
ecretary of State Welles is of 
great interest and importance. 
He spoke of the desirability of 
establishing a new world organ- 
ization to decide the final terms 
of peace "after the period of so- 
cial and economic chaos which 
will come inevitably upon the 
termination of the present war 
and after the completion of the 
gigantic task of relief, of recon- 
struction and of rehabilitation 
which will confront the United 
Nations at the time of the armis- 
tice." This suggests a post-war 
strategy under which no attempt 
would be made to write a per- 
manent peace settlement until a 
considerable period^ of time — 
perhaps many months, perhaps 
even several years— had elapsed 
after the end of actual hostilities. 
During this period the relations 
of the erstwhile belligerents 
would be governed by the terms 
of a "Long Armistice.". 

This strategy would have great 
advantages from both the inter- 
national and the domestic stand- 
points. It would enable the ulti- 
mate peace-makers to gain a 
clearer view of the enormous 
problems in the fields of national 



ing remade and the people who 
believed that business could go 
on as usual are diminishing in 
numbers. 

The United States has not ta- 
ken one foot of enemy territory 
in the first six months of its par- 
ticipation in the u>nflict. It has 
given up land and it has lost 
men and ships. It has not yet 
defeated the submarine menace 
and the shipping problem is not 
yet solved. But the country has. 
become a land of noise and work, 
a place where war instruments 
are being made in ever Increas- 
ing totals. In the face of petty 
bickerings in high places, the 
American people have shown 
themselves to be greater than 
internal obstacles, greater than 
their government. By the end 
of the year, the picture of the 
national production of arms, the 
growing might of the army and 
navy will be a fearfid one for 
the AxiiS^ations to behold. 

The story of how the nation 
went to war is an inspiring one, 
despite the lack of major vic- 
tories. It has silenced for all 
time the thesis that a democracy 
is soft and that its people will 
not fight. There has been grum- 
bling in the land but no democ- 
racy ever went to war without 
considerable creaking in its 
joints. That is because our way 
of life is geared to peace, not 
war. But the main task to be 
done, the beating of aggression, 
has never been forgotten. In the 
months to come, the men who 
have thought that the world be- 
longed to them by force of arms 
will have cause to know that it 
was remembered well. 

This is perhaps no time for 
taking st6ck, for declaring that 
we are well on our way to vic- 
tory. We haVe made a begin- 
ning. We may have some more 
defeats but we know that we can 
do what we have set out to ac- 
complish. The miracles which 
have already been wrought in the 
lines of mass production are 
proof that we have the technique. 
Given the time, there can be no 
doubt about the outcome. The 
will to win has alrejtdy been 
demonstrated.

"Light-Ups" for War 
Production 



Except at times ^en there is 
an actual air raid, tlie reduction 
of street lighting for dim-outs or 
blackouts is defeating- our pri- 
mary Job of production war 
goods, according to Governor 
Charles Edison of New Jersey. 
Writing for New Jersey Munici- 
palities, he quotes the recent 
specifications of the United 
States Army Engineers Board 
on t!ie necessity for keeping 
presei-.t street Ughting in use, and 
PQs.sibly ir.iproving it in certain 
locahties; 

•Normal street lighting will 
prevail except when blackouts 
are ordered by proper military 
authorities. Any curtailment of 
present street illumination at 
other times is not recommended. 
Reduction in lamp current, size 
or number of street lamps sim- 
ply results in added traffic hazard 
without any significant decrease 
in case of detection and identi- 
fication fromi the air." 

Governor Edison cautions 
communities, hastily preparing 
for possible air raids with elabor- 
ate plans for blacking out, to get 
official approval first. "Black- 
out lighting should be supple- 
' mentary lighting, used only when 
ordered by proper authority," he 
says. He mentions the attempt 
of one agency to dim protective 
lighting around manufacturing 
plants with blue shields. The re- 
sult, according to Edison, was 
that the light gave no protection 
to the plants and was of little 
value as blackout equipment. 

He says that New Jersey has 
expended millions of dollars and 
much labor on a study of the 
application of light -upon streets 
and highways. Through definite 
accident prevention, the program 
has justified the expense and 
trouble. 

Preventable night accidents 
are cunouming 206.000,000 man- 
hours a year, Edison states. 
Translated into terms of the pro- 
' ducts of our war factories and 
shipyards, this means six bat- 
tleships, 6,000 heavy bombers 
or 25,000 trainer planes. 

Poorly lighted roads leading 
to our defense plants are a ma- 
jor cause for this loss in man- 
power. "Blackouts for hiding 
and light-ups for safety" is the 
slogan he suggested for the sen- 
sible application of thoroughfare 
Ughting during the war. 

The amoiwt of power used in 
lighting dangerous sections of 
our streets and highways would 
be only four-tenths of one per 
cent, he claims. And the atti- 
tude of Donald M. Nelson, War 
Production Board chief, toward 
street and highway illumination 
was illustrated during the water 
snortage in seven Southern 
ftates last summer, which 
brought about a severe rationing 
of electric power. Among the 
Essential civilian services exempt- 
ed from the provisions of a 
WPB limitation order on the 
use of electricity in those states 
was highway lighting maintained 
by municipal, county and state 
governments as well as that pro- 
vided by the federal government. 

Edison recalled Piesident 
Roosevelts proclamation of last 
August in which "maximum safe- 
ty twenty-four hour^ a dky^— not 
only at work, but also on the 
highway, at home, everywhere" 
was ureed. He predicts that, 
with the necessity for three 
shifts a day on the production 
front, night traffic accidents for 
the next twelve months will in- 
crease.

A reminder to Virginia sports- 
men that their present hunting 
and fishing licenses will expire on 
June 30 was issued today by M. 
D. Hart, Executive Secretary of 
the Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries. The new 1942-43 
licenses will be required on and 
after July 1. 

The new licenses may be ob- 
tained from the clerkis of the 
corporation courts of cities, and 
from the Clerks , of the circuit 
courts of countlra. Game ward- 
ens magistrates, and other such 
persons are not authorized to 
issue the licenses or to accept 
money for the licenses. 

"No receipt, affidavit or other 
such docyment can take the 
place of the official hunting or 
fishing licenses ■ which hunters 
and fishermen are required by 
law to carry on their person," 
Mr. Hart pointed out. "The fact 
that the money for the required 
license has been sent to the 
proper clerk cannot be accepted 
by a game warden as authorizing 
any person to hunt or fish with- 
out license." 

Landowners Excepted 

La;ido\vner.s. their wives or 
husbands and children, are not 
required to have a license to 
hunt or fish upon their own 
lands or v.atero, and tenants, 
renters and lessees are perr.iii- 
ted to hunt or fish upon the 
lands cr waters en v.'.uc'.. .hey 
are tenant, renter, or lessee and 
on which they reside, witiiout a 
license according to the Virginia 
game, inland fish, and dog laws. 

Resident persons under sixtetn 
years of age are not required to 
have a license to fish. 

No license IS required of a 
resident to flsh In the county in 
which he resides, or to flsh in 
1 the city in which he resides. 
r provided he does not flsh with 
rod and reel, or wihcli artificial 
lures or, minnows for bait, aid 
provided he does not flsh for 
bass or trout. 

All other persons who hunt qi 
flsh on the lands or inland 
waters of Virginia are required 
to obtain -a license to do so, and 
to carry llie , correct iicen'-e at 
all times v.'liiie liuntin? or fi.-^a- 
ing.

Openings For 
Army Glider Pilots 

Army glider pilot training has 
been opened to a "limited num- 
ber" of men witiiout previous 
aerial instruction. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Leland W. Skaggs, army 
district recruiting , officer, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Up until this \veek, this train- 
ing was available only to gradu- 
ates of Civil Pilot Training 
schools, holders of CAA private 
airman certiflcates which had 
not lapsed prior to January 1. 
1941, former Aviation Cadets 
with 50 hours in training planes, 
or applicants able to submit sat- 
isfactory evidence of participa- 
tion in at least 200 glider flights. 

But now the Third Corps Area. 
In which Virginia is included, 
will enroll men without previous 
training. The deadline is June 
22. 

Applicants must make a grade 
of at least 65 on the Aviation 
Cadet mental screening tests 
(the passing grade for Aviation 
Cadets Is 80).

Unclaimed Deposits 
To Buy War Bonds 

Hyman Weinstein. horticultur- 
ist and native of Massllln. Ohio, 
has found time apart from the 
routine labors of his chosen pro- 
fession to conceive a plan which 
he believes would be the greatest 
twost to United States war effort 
in the matter of dollars yet in- 
troduced. 

Mr. Weinstein raises plants 
and bulbs in both Virginia and 
Maryland but has taken time to 
investigate tl:e amount of un- 
clatlhed deposits in the National 
Banks of tliis country.' There is 
over $300,000,000 of this money 
and the plan suggested by Mr. 
Weinstein is that the trustees of 
the banks would purchase War 
Bonds with the unclaimed de- 
j posits and following the war 
[ period redeem the govermnent 
; bonds to make government guar- 
anteed loans at 3 per cent to 
worthy youths who desire to en- 
ter colleges. 

The cost to the government 
would be spiall with the govern- 
ment paying only t per cent of 
the 3 per cent rate as suggested 
by Mr. Weinstein. Since he 
would expect only about 1 per 
cent of the available $300,000,000 
to be used each year, the govem- 
! men contribution would be negli- 
gible. 

The banks would get a nomi- 
nal fee for their services and 
thousands of youths would pros- 
per from the loans while during 
the war period the government 
could receive a substantial boost 
to Its defense war bond pur- 
chases. 

Aid to Edncatlon 

Mr. Weinstein pointed out 



Lthat when the war Is over and 
many youths would — as In other 
I post-war periods — seek tentry Into 
I the nation's colleges and uni- 
I verslties, the loans would be a 
I substantial aid in enabling them 
I to do so. This plan has not met 
with the greatest enthusiasm by 
the Congressman but he has such 
confidence in it that he Is con- 
tinuing his efforts to that end. 
He challenges anyone to find any 
particular clause In his plan by 
wl^ich he might personally bene- 
fit,; declaring that the .sole pur- 
pose in the idea was to benefit 
students seeking college entrance 
in post-war days.

SugBileM Desmts 

When it comet to migtr rattonlng 
the American houaewOe is, tradi- 
tUudily, an old hand at the game. 
Sqmf leam^ to cook wi^ t»mr 
lubstttuiea during the Ffarat World 
War. Others know it just by hearsay. 
But either way, it's so much a part 
of our kitchen heritage that we can 
all take to it without much effort. 
For, except for about the past fifty 
years we've nearly always been on 
short sugar rations in tUs country. 
Not that we didn't have our sweets. 
Indeed no! We had the repuUtion 
of eating more sweets than any other 
nation m the world. 

while our people were leading 
active outdoor lives— clearing forests, 
building ciues, laying railroads, log- 
ging, fanning— folks needed sweets 
for extra strength to keep them go- 
ing. But they used sweets from their 
native fields and forests— molasses, 
sorghum, honey, maple sugar, and 
fruits, both fresh afid dried. 

White sugar was a luxury product 
Imported from the Deep South or 
the Indies, which frontier house- 
Wives rarely had much of, to "do" 
with, then. Throughout the Middle 
West in those days it was a common- 
place to be offered "long sweet'nin' ' 
or "short sweet'nin' " in your tea or 
coffee— which simply meant you 
could choose between molasses or 
brown sugar. 

Frontier housewives learned to 
use the foods they had on hand, and 
so can we today. We can sweeten 
with molasses, honey, and com 
syrup, and use such pr^>ared fruits 
as jellies, apple butter, puddings, 



and mince meat to add seasonings 
and spice to otir desserts. Here's how:

It is generally estimated that there are 11,000,000 union mem- 
bers in the United States. A dosen years ago there was only one 
sreat union — the American Federation of Labor, now headed by 
William Oreen. 

When John L. Lewis became the thorn in Green's fliesh he raised 
the issue of "Industrial unionism" versus "APofL crafts." Lewis 
got aboard the NRA. which matched his pattern for "industrial 
unionism." In recent years CIO has gathered in a total member- 
ship that put it in the same class with. APofL. The two organ- 
izations seemed to hate each other. 

Finally, after the last Presidential election John L. Lewis 
voluntarily retired as president of the CIO. devoted his talents 
to United Mine Workers and succeeded in landing his entire coal 
miner membership into a "closed shop" with full Government 
recognition. Philip Murray succeeded Lewis as President of CIO. 

Lewis had grown to regard himself as a sort of a patriarch- 
counselor, and he may have had the best of intentions when he 
addressed Presidents Green and Murray and recommended that 
they get together, kiss and makeup. Both resented Lewis' sug- 
gestion, and when President Roosevelt agreed with them that 
Lewis was talking out of turn, the guns of APofL-CIO started 
shooting at Lewis' fortress. After Ihe noise piped down Lewis and 
Murray began calling each other, "you're 'nuther.' " 

They are still at it, quarreling in the wide open places about 
more than a million dollars that Lewis claims CIO owes the 
Miners Union, and Murray demanding that Lewis' Miners union 
must pay CIO several month.<s back dues for 435,00b coal miners. 

The three-cornered quarrel could be entertaining in times of 
less stress. ■ "^ " ^' 

The really serious part of these internal explosions is that 
they seem to furnish fresh threats against the continuance of 
peacefuj^elations between management and workmen in many 
war industries. While we haven't heard so much about strike 
troubles the fact remains that labor quarrels are brewing in many 
places, and In establishments where planes, bombers, tanks, ships, 
and other activities in production must not be interrupted or 
stopped at this time.

The building of war materials is providing American industry 
with the greatest opportunity it has had since the beginning of 
mass production techniques to create a sound basis of permanent 
understanding with the average worker, George W. Wilson, vice- 
president of International Correspondence Schools, said in review- 
ing co-operative training agreements held by the schools with 
^,300 leading companies. 

"A degree of unity is being achieved In war production plants 
and factories that will be the basis for sound industrial relation- 
ships when the war ends." Mr. Wilson said. "Workers are more 
eager to understand management. Management is making a real 
effort to acquaint employees with many facts heretofore not made 
available to them. 

"Obviously, every worker in the nation knows by now that this 
is a war of production, and that victory for the Allied Nations 
depends largely upon the efficiency and speed shown by our In- 
dustrial plants. Likewise every worker knows in what manner 
the product he is helping to build will be used. In most instances, 
he knows where the product will be used. He also realizes, or 
should, that he will have to pay the costs of this war. In a very 
real sense he is helping pay for the very thing he is helping pro- 
duce. There is not much question about profits by either the 
company or its management."

Farmers Urged To 
Save Nesting Birds 



Richmond. June 23.--'Witlv the 
conning of the peak of the bob- 
wl.ite quail nesting .season farm- 
ers siiculd ■"■■ be extraordinarily 
careful not to destroy the -eggs 
of these ground-nestirtg game 
birds, according to officials of 
the Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries. Nests and 
nesting birds can be protected 
by preventing dogs and cats from 
running at large and by using 
"flushing bars" or other devices 
to locate the quail before they 
are run over by a mower, game 
officials point out. 

The simplest type of pushing 
bar consists of a horizontal pole 
from which knotted ropes or 
pieces of chain are suspended. 
The pole is attached to the 
mower or to the team's harness 
in such a way that the ropes or 
chains are dragged well ahead 
of the moving knives. With this 
device birds are flushed soon 
enough o allow the blades to be 
raised before passing over the 
nest. Quail frequently return 
and continue to incubate the 
eggs in a nest around which a 
small "island" of unsut vegeta- 
tion is left.

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"The intense affection that 
thousands seasonally display to- 
ward the sun at summer reswts 
inevitable results in varying de- 
grees of sunburn. Despite re- 
peated warnings and personal 
experience. m»ny persons who 
abruptly leave office or home for 
an excudsion to lake, sea. moun- 
tain or river just as abruptly ex- 
pose their faces, shoulders and 
legs $0 the merciless rays of the 
sun. Such persons persist in 
laboring under the misguided 
and painfully disproven notion 
that the skin of a human being 
which has been protected against 
sun. wind and weather for a 
stretch of fifty weeks promptly 
can acquire a tan by exposing it 
immediately to the sun for a long 
and sustained stretch. This pro- 
cedure always creates bums and, 
in some severe cases, disabling 
Ulnesses. but it does not produce 
a ton," states Dr. I. C. Riggin, 
Stote Health Commissioner. 

"If undisciplined children were 
the offenders, possibly there 
might be some excuse for this 
type of casualty. However, the 
fact is that this desire for a 
quick sunton seems to be a fa- 
vorite objective of vacationing 
adults; and this, despite their 
proven intelligence and judgment 
when engaged in their daily pur- 
suits at home. xz 

"Mlany young and middle-aged 
men and women, under the spell 
of the annual outing, thus at- 
tempt to short-cut nature by 
way of undue exposure to the 
sun. with the result that they 
merely short-cut themselves. 
That the pleasures of the yearly 
outing are reduced by such a 
performance is the least penalty 
that may be expected. Down- 
right illness, even hospitalization, 
frequently follows in the wake of 
fanatical sun worshipping. 

"In healthy persons, sunshine 
can be a real asset. The secret 
of its value lies in the discrimi- 
nating way it is handled. To the 
skin which has been protected 
against sunshine for a long time, 
fifteen or twenty minutes should 
be the maximum first-time ex- 
posure. The epidermis of some 
persons reacts unfavorably even 
to that length of time. How- 
ever, provided no burn results, 
the dally dosage can be increased 
five to fifteen minutes, thus giv- 
ing the pigmentation process 
time to do its work effectively. 

"By 'feeling one's way' w4th 
the sun, a healthy tan will de- 
velop; the possibility of pain and 
suffering from undue exposure 
will be avoided, and the desire 
for that 'Just back from your va- 
cation' appearance'' will have 
been completely fulfilled. 

'^In short, to worship the sun 
on the annual vacation is both a 
psychological and physical tenic 
provided that the restraint per- 
emptorlaly demanded by nature 
is adhered to strictly. No other 
attitude will pay."

We have taken in our belts, 
we have tightened our economy 
to that almost nothing which 
might be useful in war is wasted 
on the n<m-e8sentials of ordin- 
ary living. Now we are fighting 
another sort of waste which we 
can afford as little as we can 
afford waste of materials. We 
are fighting the waste Qf what 
we call "Manpower" but which 
actually embraces almost every- 
one — man or woman or adoles- 
cent child in the U. S. A. 

The Manpower Mobilization 
Program, with its aim of seeing 
that everyone has a job and that 
each is doing the job for which 
he or she is best fitted, is one at- 
tack on the problem of man- 
power waste. Another Ime of 
attack has been stressed recent- 
ly in messages from the President 
himself, and from Paul V. Mc- 
Nutt, Director of the Office of 
Defense Health and Welfare Ser- 
vices and chairman of the War 
Manpower Commission. This 
line of attack hits at the waste 
of industrial manpower caused 
by ill health. HI health is an 
enemy on the production front 
fully as much as on the field of 
battle. The Japanese on Bataan 
were aided by malarial fevers, 
which fought for them against 
our troops in the steaming Jun- 
gles of that Peninsula. The Japs 
and the Nazis are aided by the 
disease and illness which fights 
on their side in the war produc- 
tion centers of America. 

Good Health Compaisiry 

But the compulsion to remain 
fit extends beyond the factory 
front — it is a' compulsion laid 
upon all of us. Indifferent health 
means indifferent morale, and 
indifferent morale is an invita- 
tion to defeat. The weapons 
with which ill health is fought on 
the home front are weapons 
known to every housewife — prop- 
er food, proper exercise, and 
proper rest. On the industrial 
front the problem is complicated 
by other factors. Several weeks 
before Mr. McNutt transmitted 
the President's message on health 
and morale to some 8,500 key 
executives in war production 
plants, the six Government of- 
ficials most directly concerned 
with increasing our output for 
war appealed to War Production 
Committees in more than 900 
plants to fight sickness and acci- 
dents. Their joints statement 
pointed out, that sickness and in- 
jury lost 6,000,000 work days 
every month — work days which 
might otherwise have brought 
victory over the Axis thai much 
nearer. And it pointed out the 
need for active public health 
departments in every community, 
with enough doctors, nurses, and 
hospital beds to care for workers 
and their families. 

The President, commending 
Government and community ef- 
forts to improve health and 
moi-ale, emphasized the need 
for eliminating from war indus- 
try centers, that "major source 
of infection" the Red-Lfght Dis- 
trict, just as such districts have 
been eliminated from the neigh- 
borhood of Army camps and 
Naval stations. And the War 
Manpower Commission chairman, 
addressing "war industry execu- 
tives" called venereal diseases 
one of the most menacing" of 
the hazards to the health of 
workers, added that "many mil- 
lions of lost work days could be 
saved and . . . Needless accidents 
and soilage of materials ... . 
prevented*, with improvement to 
workers' health." 

Drives Seek Rubber, Tin 

We are in the midst of a brief 



and eaneentnted drive to get all 
the sorap rubber we can baek te 
the reclaiming plants. We are 
launching another drive to col- 
lect tin cans so that we may have 
tin for bjishings which reduce 
friction In the engines of our 
military aircraft and for other 
vital military purposes. ResDMjftr 
to these drives once more Msroi- 
phasizes our united effort against 
the common enemy. 

To most of us this unity was 
to be taken for granted but 
there were those, both before and 
after Pearl Harbor, who thought 
and spoke differently. These 
people said we were not alert to 
the danger, they said we could 
not convert our industries to war 
in time to help our allies, they 
said we could not give our sons 
freely to the fight for freedom, 
that we were too soft to accept 
rationing, price fixing, and those 
other measures which meant for 
all of us an end to "living as 
usual." But almost every day 
that goes by disproves these lies, 
affords additional proof of our 
unity in endeavor, a unity to 
strike terror to the heart of our 
foe. Probably the most striking 
proof of unity on the home front 
has been the signal success of the 
War Production Drive, a drive 
Which could not have succeeded 
without the whole-hearted col- 
laboration of management pnd 
the. worker. Many thought, when 
the War Production Drive was 
first announced, that manage- 
ment and labor could not work 
together even to get more tanks 
and guns and planes and ships 
and get them faster, bgat today 
joint committees of management 
and labor are working together 
in more than 900 plants of war 
production and neither side — 
neither the side of management 
nor the side of labor has tried 
to use the plan to chisel some- 
thing out of the other fellow. 

Seek Honest Answers 

The com^iittees tried honestly 
to find answers to these ques- 
tions — How can we get more pro- 
duction from >^ur machines? 
How can we inwove quality of 
workmanship? How can we 
prevent waste of man-hours and 
material? The President's goals 
in ships and planes and tanks 
and guns hung upon the abitity 
of these groups to find answers to 
these questions. And they have 
succeeded. "That is why War 
Production Board Chairman, 
Donald M. Nelson, said last week 
thgt"^there is a new spirit abroad 
in this land — or perhaps it is 
just a spirit that was always 
there." * 

And Mr. Nelson added — "Am- 
erica today is really beginning to 
work at full speed for the first 
time. We are just beginning to 
realize A^hat our strength really 
is. We are just starting to use 
it." Berlin and Tokyo papers 
please copy.

The persistence with which 
some people try to drag believers 
in God into their caibpaign of 
hate prompts us to ask them: 
What do you intend to do? What 
Am your hate build? What kind 
of life can it produce? What 
civilizations has it created? What 
children has it inspired? What 
slaves has it released? Point to 
your heroes and open wide the 
doors of your halls of fame. Tell 
us wherein hatred has ever 
honored God or man. 

Will those who spread "rumors. 
whose purpose is to make us 
hate, be brave enough to point 
to Nazi Germany as an example 
of what hate can do— and then 
come out with it and say: There 
— that is what we aim at— that 
is what we want Christians lo 
endorse." Will they? 

If they did they would have 
to remind us that the people of 
Germany were deceived by the 
lies which penetrated their 
hearft on the wings of ugly ru- 
mors. They would unfold the 
stories of how the Nazis con- 
sidered that when they took 
rights away from the Jews they 
were acquiring for themiiilVes 
that which their Jewish breth- 
ren had lost, only to find that 
when the Jews lost all the Ger- 
mans lost too. It has taken only 
nine years to demonstrate this 
truth. For in his last speech 
Hitler .announced that he was 
assuming powers which deprived 
even the German Judiciary of its 
recognized rights! 

If the bearers of evil rumors 
in America were courageous 
enough they would read to uus 
from the pages of a recent issue 
of Archlv far Rassen-uhd Gesel- 
Ischaftblologle in which "Dr. Al- 
fred Rosenberg, high priest of 
Nazi ideology writes: "On the 
other hand, the continuous- ex- 
plosions of heavy bombs are 
bound to unhinge mentally those 
whose nervous system is not as 
strong as it should be.

FARMERS URGE TO SAVE 
LANDS BY LUGUME 

Richmond, June 23.— Keeping 
the soil covered with vegetotion, 
especially legumes, improves the 
soil and provides food and cover 
for wildlife after principal crops 
have been harvested, according to 
biologists of the Commission of 
Game and Inland Fisheries. 

Harrowing cowpeas into wheat 
stubble or planting soybeans im- 
mediately after the wheat har- 
vest, when a stand of clover or 
other legume is not already pres- 
ent, is recommended for both soil 
and wildlife conservation, experts 
agree. Wildlife technicians have 
found that both cowpeas and 
soybeans are eaten by quail, tur- 
keys, and other game, and when 
these crops are available many 
of the natural wildlife foods are 
saved until the critical late win- 
ter months. 

Ev)en when the cowpeas are 
cut for hay, wildlife men point 
out, enough of the plants will 
reseed themselves to provide a 
valuable supplementary food sup- 
ply for game birds.

Those holding the basic cards 
will receive, at the time the 
cards are issued, a black stocker 
with a large "A" printed on it 
in white and the words "gasoline 
ration" below.
